He simply 
is in a position now to see that the City Hall 
and Tim Ryan, the regular Democratic nom- 
ineee in the Fourth Distict, deliver their part 
of the bargain before he gets out of the way 
in the Fourth.

CONSTABLES RAID THE HOUSE OF 
DAVID AND GET A SHOOK.

Electrical Connections on Pool Room 
Black- Boards Cause Constable Cerf to 
Stand on. His Head and Wave His Feet 
in the AireHis Posee, However, Suc- 
ceeds in Capturing the Gambling Im- 
plement«=Civic Federation and Gam- 
bling Trust Credited with the Raid, 


It was a terribly shocking affair. Billy 1 
Fagan was shocked and so were tho consta- 
bles who visited his place. They were badly 
shocked; they even had their law-com pelling 
fingers singed. 

It is a sorrowful story: that constables exe- 
cuting the law should run afoul of live wires 
while raiding a gambling house, and get all 
burned and tangled up is a thing that could 
only happen in Chicago. 

Electrical -cience has not advanced so far 
as the shocking of constablés anywhere else. 

The thing happened almost under the shad- 
ow of the tall Y. M. C. A. Building—it was in 
the House of David, on Clark street, between 
Madison and Monroe. The ‘constables—live 
wires or no live wires—managed to lug off the 
equipment of the place to Justice Everett’s 
court, and Mr. Billy Fagan is thereby tempo- 
rarily off the earth. 

It is said the Civic Federation instigated the 
wild foray, but whether it did or not the raid- 
ing constables all got terrific shocks, recov- 
ered from them, ripped up the wicked para- 
phernalia of the pool-room, and came out 
finally victorious, though confronted with 
odds of a high voltage, “ 

Mr. Billy Fagan ie the person who has 
been conducting a malodorous pool-room in 
Calhoun place, right across from the Central 
Detail police headquarters and right under 
the short range noses of Capt. Dan Duffy and 
his men, who are hired and retained to stop 
ail gambling within the sacred limits of 
Chicago. 

: His Busines: Expands. 

Well, Mr. Fagan’s piace waxed and flour- 
ished prodigiously. The business got so large 
and the little hole in Calhoun got so smoky 
with cigarettes that Mr. Fagan decided to 
move to more commodious quarters. He se- 
cured large and airy rooms over the House of 
David, No. 162 Clark street, Capt. Daniel 
Duffy and his complaisant coppers looking 
quietly on at the playing of favorites. 

But yesterday afternoon just before 3 
o’clock Constabie Cerf and Constable O’Toole 
broke into the pool-room. They bore a 
search warrant issued by Justice Everett on 
the complaint of one John S. Scott, directing 
that all gambling paraphernalia in the place 
should be seized and borne away. Cerf and 
O’Toole led a large and husky company of 
twenty men, whereof the First Sergeant was 
a certain Louis Rabshaw, prizefighter of large 
renown and great hitting capacities. Brother 
Rabshaw was armed with a goodly and knotty 
stick, and so were all of histwenty men. So 
although there were upwards of fifty tough 
men in the place, all of them more or less 
warlike, none offered to put up any fight. 
They only scowled and looked ugly. 

Constable Cerf in due and ample form read 
his search warrant to the assembled multitude. 
This warrant enumerated among the articles 
to be seized six black boards of the sort upon 
tak et and. hot favorites are re-

Didn’t Know They Were Loaded. 


„Hold on, Cerf!” cried Barney Zach 
arias, who is the bright and shining light of 
Mr. Fagan’s dive. Those black boards are 
loaded. Keep your hands off of em. I don't 
want to see you hurt.“ . 

But Constable Cerf smiled a large and supe- 
rior smile. He considered that Zacharias was 
trying to ring in on hima juicy bluff. He 
laid hold on the nearest blackboard and gave 
it a lusty wrench—— 

Then straightway Mr. Constable Cerf 
stood on his head and waved his heels in the 
air and went through all of the contortions of 
an angleworm that feels the first touch of the 
hook: That blackboard was connected with 
the business end of a very live wire. The 
coarse, brutal men in the place guffawed and 
hooted. When Constable Cerf managed to 
let go of the blackboard he found his fingers 
all seared and blackened. The blackboard 
had been loaded for bear and constables, 
There was a halt in the proceedings. Con- 
stable Cerf was about disabled, and the rest 
of the constables with all their big sticks 
seemed to be in no hurry to venture behind 
the counter, for the genial Zacharias stood 
there with what looked stunningly like the 
butt of a six-shooter close to his hand. 

After a vast deal of skirmishing, however, 
Constable Cerf and his men managed to get 
to the blackboards, and then the constable 
found out what had hit him. The 
metal rims of the board and sundry wires 
that crossed its surface, modestly covered up 
with wooden moldings, led away to a system 
of live wires with which an unostentatious 
push button connected. It was a touch of 
this push button that had singed the fingers of 
Constable Cerf. 

But after this combination was discovered 
the officers had an essy time of it. They 
ripped up six blackboards and about a peck 
of telegraph instruments and other parapher- 
nalia dnd loaded the whole outfit into a 
wagon they had waiting at the door. Mr. 
Billy Fagan was not at all disturbed, visibly 
at least, by the raid. 


Will Not Shut Up. 


„Go ahead,“ he said to Constable Cerf, as 
the officer tore up keys and sounders—* but 
don’t you think this is going toshut us up. 
I’ve got twenty more like that packed away 
waiting for just such a thing as this. 

The tough persons who loaf about the place, 
however, cursed the constables much and ad- 
vised them to get out before trouble should 
break loose. The raid went on, though, and 
all the outfit in sight was bundled into the 
wagon. It vas carried to Justice 
Everett’s court, a custodian was 
appointed over it, and the property was locked 
up in a room near Justice Wallace’s court. 
Justice Everett post pone i the hearing of the 
matter until Sept. 13, when he will try to de- 
cide whether or not black boards with the 
names of racehorses on them and telegraph 
instruments used in telling the winners are 
gambling tools. .If they are so decided they 
will be destroyed and cases will be made 
against Mr, Fagan and his confréres. 

The origin of the raid was at first a matter 
of vast mystery, but it shortly came out that 
the Civic Federation was back of it all. Jonn 
S. Scott. the man who swore out the warrant, 
does not appear in the directory. Justice 
Everett said that he knew nothing about 
him, but that the case had been handled by 
Lawyer H. L. Bisbee.

QUAKERS HAVE A HERESY OASE. 


Dr. Clark to Be Investigated Because He 
Was Baptized. 

Inp1anapotis, Ind., Sept. 11.—[Special. ]— 
The Quaker Church of America promises to 
have a heresy trial as celebrated in its limits 
as the Briggs case in the Presoyterian Church. 
Dr. Dougan Clark, Professor in the Theolog- 
ical School at Eurham College, it was re- 
cently learned, was baptized with ten other 
advanced Quakers at the yearly meeting in 
Damascus, O., during the last summer. This 
act on the part of Dr. Clark is a direct re- 
bellion against the time-honored tenets 
of the Society of Friends. The famous 
founder of the society, George Fox, expressly 
laid down that baptism is of the spirit and 
not of water. Dr. Clark has not been the first 
Quaker in America to offend in the matter of 
baptism, but he isthe first man of prominence 
in the society to defy the Eiders. His posi- 
tion at Eatham College, Richmond, Ind., 
where he has been teaching the Quaker 
youths for years, makes it necessary that the 
Elders take action. Accordingly he has been 
temporarily robbed of his honors and influ- 
ence and is now passively waiting the action 
of the com mittee which has been uppointed to 
investigate his heresy.

NO RIGHT TO APPOINT SUGAR-TESTERS. 


Carlisle Writes a Letter That Will Create 
Anger in Louisiana. 

Wasurnetox, D. C., Sept. 11.—Secretary 
Carlisie in a letter addressed to Senator Caf- 
frey of Louisiana says: 

I have carefully considered your favor of the 
29th of August and also the communication of 
the Porydrus Planting and Manufacturing com- 
pany of Louisiana requesting the appointment 
of an official force to inspect, weigh. and test the 
sugar-to be produced during the present fiscal 
year, with a view to ascertaining the amount of 
money claimed to be payable thereon under the 
third section of the McKinley act, and have 
reached the conclusion that under existing legis- 
lation the ———— has no power to appoint 
or pay any officers for the performance of the 
duties in ted. 

Paragraph 182 of the new tariff act provides, 

at so much of the McKinlev act as provides 
for and authorizes the issue of licenses to pro- 
duce sugar, and for the payment of a bounty to 
the producers of sugar from beets, sorghum, or 
sugar cane, grown in the United States, ar from 
maple + produced within the United States, 
be, and the same is hereby repealed, and here- 
after it shall be unlawful to issue any license to 
produce sugar or to pay any bounty for the 
3 of sugar at any kind under the said 
act. 

Whatever may be the correct construction of 
this clause as to the authority of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to pay bounty on sugar actually 
produced while th: et of Oct. 1, 1890, remained 
in force, I think it eis eleariy the legislative 
intention that no bonucy should ve paid on sugar 

roduced after the repeal, and if no bounty is to 

paid on such sugar it is not reasonable to su 

pose the appointment of 2 —— weigh - 
ers, te., was contemplated. oreover, Con- 
gress has made no appropriation for the employ- 
ment of such officials and the laws of the 
United States prohibit the appointment of 
officers to serve without pay or to be paid by 
others than the government itself. 

The letter of Secretary Carlise does not de- 
cide the main question in which the sugar- 
growers are interested—namely: Whether the 
sugar bounty for this year earned up to the 
time the tariff bill went into effect will be 
paid. The decision today is simply an official 
refusal on the part of the Secretary to ap- 
point sugar bounty inspectors and testers, 
and does not decide the other question, al- 


+ though there seems little doubt he will hold 


he has no authority to pay bounties earned 
this year before the tariff -bill went into effect. 
The law saysit shall be unlawful after the 
passage of this act to pay such bounties. The 
only recourse left to the sugar-growers for 
bounties earned would in that case be to sue 
in the Court of Ciaims. 


CANADA LUMBER IS. TO COME IN FREE. 


Special Ruling Sent by Secretary Carlisle 
to the New York Collecter. 
Wasninoton, D. C., Sept. 11.—Secretary 
Carlisle decided today in a letter addressed to 
the Collector of Customs at New York that 


the “reciprocity ’’ condition attached by the 


new tariff bill to the provision for 
the free admission .of lumber did 
not apply to the Dominion of Can- 
ada. The letter says: ‘‘Referring to 
Paragraph 683 of the act of Aug. 28, 1894, 
which provides that when articies of wood 
mentioned in the free list of said act or im- 
ported from any country which lays an ex- 
port duty or imposes discriminating stump- 
age duties on any of them they shall be sub- 
ject to the duties existing prior to the passage 
of said act. I bave to inform you this de- 
partment is officially advised there are no ex- 
port duties on the articlesin question when 
brought from Canada, and that no discrimi- 
nating stumpage duties are imposed by the 
Dominion Government. Such importations 
will therefore be entitled to free entry.“ 

A. J. Pierce and a delegation. of wood alco- 
hol distillers from New York called upon Sec- 
retary Carlisle this afternoon to urge upon 
him the necessity foran immediate decision 
as to whetheran attempt will be made to put 
the free alcohol clause of the tariff bill into 
effect. They told him all the wood alcohol 
distilleries in the United States had closed 
their doors and could not resume if the tax 
was to be removed from methyl or grain alco- 
hol used in the arts. They said over $6,000,- 
000 in capital was invested in wood distiller- 
ies. The Secretary suid the department would 
execute the free alcouol provision if possible. 
He expects to make his decision after con- 
sultation with the National Druggists’ Aseoci- 
ation committee Thursday. 


CUBAN AND PUERTO RICC DUTIES RAISED 


Spain Takes Action for Abrogation of the 
Reciprocity Laws. 
Wasutxeron, D. C., Sept. 11.—Consul-Gen- 
eral Wiliiams at Havana, under date of Aug. 
24. has sent a dispatch to Acting Secretary of 
State Uhl, a copy of which was today trans- 
mitted to Secretary Carlisle, giving the trans- 
lation of a telegram received the day previous 
by the Governor-General of Cuba from the 
Minister of the Colonies at Madrid directing 
the Governor-General to replace the duties on 
American products in that island and 
in Puerto Rico as soon as 
the new tariff bill went into 
operation. This is the first official notifica- 
tion received by the Treasury Department of 
the restoration of duties by any country 
which was a party to the reciprocity agree- 
ment provided for by the McKinley law. As- 
sociated Press reports had heretofore stated 
Spain had given notice of the raise of ( uban 
duties.

MORE STARTLING TESTIMONY BEFORE 
LEXOW OOMMITTEE. 


Witness Applegate Says There Was No 
Green Goods Business in Harlem Until 
Capt. Meakin Was Transferred to That 
Freenet States That McNally, “The 
Green Goods King,” Pail the General 
Offices of the Western Union $400 a 
Month for Favors. 

New York, Sept. 11.—[Special.|—The 
startling character of yesterday’s develop- 
ments before the Lexow committee drew a 
“crowded houses today. The greater part 
of the day was taken up with the further ex- 
amination of Applegate, ex-green-goods man, 
long confidential bookkeeper of MeNaily, the 
green-goods king. He swore positively that 
on two separate occasions he had personally 
paid money to Capt. Meakim, whom he 
identified in court, for protection to McNal- 
ly's green-goods business. He swore also he 
had paid money in the same way to Capt. 
Price. He described minutely the way in 
which the protection was rendered. He testi- 
fied as to protection from headquarters, se- 
cured through Sergt. Hanley. If his account 
is correct Hanley has been the authorized go- 
between through whom the Ceutral office it- 
self hus levied tribute upon this nefarious 
traffic and made itself a partner in its profits. 
He testified in detail as to Hanley’s intimacy 
with McNally and McNally’s many and costly 
presents to the detective sergeant. 

Asurprising feature of his testimony was 
his direct charge that McNally paid $400 a 
month to the general office of the Western 
Union Telegraph company for services in 
connection with his subordinates’ telegrams, 
which, being directed to fictitious addresses, 
are delivered to the green-goods people, he 
says, only through the telegraph company’s 
coOperation.

WILCOX ARRESTED IN NEW YORK. 


Alleged He Has Made $1,400,000 by Re- 
markable Land Schemes. } 

New York, Sept. 11.—/Special.|—A, H. 
Wilcox, of whom somewhat has been heard 
the last two weeks, was arrested today. It is 
asserted he has made in the neighburhood of 
$1,400,000 by getting men to invest in re- 
markable land schemes. His victims are 
scattered all over the country. One was the 
Rev. George Stanbery, an Episcopalian clergy- 
man, formerly of Lexington, Ky., from whom 
he secured about $30,000. The administra- 
tors of the ciergyman’s estate caused the ar- 
rest. Wilcox made his headquarters in Phila- 
delphia. His method of operations was 
similar in each case. He bought Western 
property of littleor no value, organized com- 
panies with an exaggerated capital stock, and 
sold this stock to gullible investors, He 
captured Wall street men and Long 
Island farmers. He drew heavily upon 
carefully hoarded savings of New 
Englanders. No fewer than thirty 
clergymen are among his victims. 
The action upon which Wilcox was arrested 
was brought by Charles H. Codding, a law. 
yer at No. 29 Broadway, and Philemon B. 
Stanbery. as administrators of the estate of 
the Rev. Mr. Stanbery. They have been fol- 
lowing Wilcox since June. The Rev. Stan- 
bery was the son of Henry Stanbery, Attor- 
ney-General of the United States in President 
J ohgson’s cabinet. 4 

Wilcox was born in Western New York, a 
farmer’sson. At one time he taught school. 
A numberof years ago he went to Phila- 
delphia, where he became owner of a drug 
store. One of his first companies was the Wil- 
cox Specific Medicine company, out of which 
he is said to he ve made a considerable amount 
of money. Then he branched out into the 
land business. 

Frederick S. Pusey of Ashbourne, a suburb 
of Philadelphia, makes an affidavit against 
Wilcox. He is a real estate and stock broker 
at No. 126 South Ninth street, Philadelphia. 
He was once Wilcox’s private secretary. 
Pusey says he knows positively that at the 
time he left Wilcox’s employ the latter was 
worth at least $800,000, which he had made 
in these investment schemes / and that since 
that time Wilcox had made not less than 
$600,000, as he had reason to know. Mr. 
Pusey sets out all of Wilcox’s irregular 
schemes and the manner in which he inveigied 
people into them. They were mostiy in the 
West—in Dakota, Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
other States. 

Wilcox’s Chicago career is a matter of re- 
cent publicity. He lived there as he lived in 
Philadelphia, making no showor display. 
When the Stanberys decided to proceed 
against Wilcox the active work was given over 
to Mr. Coddmg. as he was a lawyer. Mr. 
Codding went to Chicago to find Wilcox. As 
is known, Mr. Codding’s finding of Wil- 
cox, after much search by detectives, resulted 
in Wilcox’s sudden withdrawal from Chicago. 
He fled the city, leaving his wife, and since 
that day detectives have been on the trail 
of both husband and wife. Wilcox 
was located in Buffalo finally. When 
Mr. Codding arrived in Buffalo he had several 
conversations with Wilcox and the latter said 
he wus perfectly willing tosettle the claim. 
It was agreed that he should pay 57,450 to 
the Stanbery estate and $4,500 to Pusey. 
He said he wou!d need a little time in order 
to raise the money. Wilcox took advantage 
of this little time to melt out of sight. He es- 
caped as easily as he hadin Chicago. It was 
learned he had an appointment witha friend 
at the St. Dennis Hotel this morning and 
there he was arrested.

ELISHA M. FULTON IN TROUBLE, 


One of the Organizers of Cordage Having 
His Affairs Wound Up. 

New York, Sept. 11.—Elisha M. Fulton, 
one of the organizers of the cordage trust, 
has met with several commercial 
disasters recently. The collapse of 
the Industrial Land Development company 
of New Jersey is the last which 


has overtaken him. This company is wind- 
ing up its affairs, having issued notices to its 
stockholders to that effect, The Industrial 
Land company was organized several years 
ago to dispose of Cape May, N. J., 
property. The com pany pure 

from Charles R. Colwell of Phila. 
delphia a tract of land containing 
35,000 acres, and diviaing it mto building 
lots, advertised their sale as bargains. The 
scheme was to sell the lots to wage earners in 
the large cities on the installment plan, 
tempting them with as accounts of the 
possibilities of the place. The company ad- 
vertised the price of lotsas $200. Thousands 
of dollars were paid in by workingmen. 
Now they have received notices that unless 
they pay $30 immediately they cannot se- 
cure deeds to the property and whatever 
money they have paid hitherto will be lost. 
The Newark lot buyers have formed a com- 
mittee to institute a suit to see whether this is 
legal procedure. Mr. Fulton was the moving 
spiritof the company and the lot buyers 
claim that he is responsth e. 


DIVIDE THE WORLD BETWEEN THEM. 


Receiver Hardin of North American Phono- 
graph Company a Party to Suits, 

New York, Sept. 11.—[Special.|—In the 
Chancery Court at Newark today Receiver 
John R. Hardin of the North American Pho. 
nograph company was made a party to 
several suits of the latter concern. When he 
was uppointed receiver there were two 
corporations controlling the phonograph 
thoughout the world. The Norta Ameri- 
can held the rights for the United 
States and Canada, while the Edison 
United Phonograph company controlled the 
business for all other countries. It had been 
claimed by Mr. Keashen, on benalf of the Ed- 
ison United Phonograph company, that fthe 
receiver had sold machines manufactured at 
Orange to dealers who would sell them in 
Europe. Through his counsel, Mr. James W. 
Howell. Receiver Hardin denjed this, and 
stated that in each sale he made he required 
the purchaser to sign an agreement not to 
send the phonograph abroad to sell. 


CHANGES IN NEW YORK DEMOCRACY. 


Report of Senator Murphy's Retirement 
as Chairman Said to Be Verified. 

New York, Sept. 11.—[Special.|—The re- 
port from Albany, that Senator Murphy 
would retira from the Chairmanship of 
the State committee at the coming State 
convention was verified in this city 
tonight by a prominent Democrat to 
whom Mr. Murphy talked the last time 
he was in the city. Maj. Hinckley of Pough- 
keepsie is looked upon as Senator Murphy’s 
probable successor. Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan, 
Chairman of the State Executive committee, 
is also expected to retire, and it is the talk 
among Democrats that Senator Hill intends a 
thorough reorganization of the State commit- 
tee. retirement of Murphy and Sheehan 
will have a decidedly mollifying effect on the 
anti-snapper element. 


STEAMER PORTIA SINKS A SCHOONER. 


Four Out of the Crew of Five Drowned= 
Dr, Cook Aboard the Portia. 

New York, Sept. 11.—The steamer Portia, 
from Halifax, has arrived and reports she ran 
into and sunk the three-masted schooner Dora 
M. French -yesterday near Cuddyhunk Light. 
Four out of. the five men comprising the 
schooner’s crew were drowned. The accident 
occurred in a dense fog. By a strange coin- 
cidenre Dr. Cook and seventeen members of 
his ill-starred Arctic expedition were on 
board. This is the third disaster in which 
they have had part within the last two 
months.

‘MBETING OF. BLOOMINGTON. BUILD- 
ING AND LOAN ASsOOTA TTR. 


Auditor Gore’s Son Expiains the Position 
of the Authorities and Is Questioned 
by Many Stockholders - Resolution 
Adopted Asking That the Suits Be With- 
drawn and a Usnimittee Is Appointed 
to Investigate Conditions=Gore’s New 
Tack and Moloney’s Answer. 

meeting of the shareholders of the Blooming- 
ton National Building and Loan Association 
of this city, whose affairs have been the sub. 
ject of much discussion and comment for 
some weeks since Auditor Gore ordered At- 
torney-General Moloney to bring suit against 
it for insolvency, was heid in Schroeder’s 
Opera. House, this city, today, beginning at 10 
o'clock and lasting ali day. Five thou- 
sand shares or more of the total of 
40,000 were represented, many women 
being present. It was a cyclonic affair 
from beginning to end, one of the most tur- 
bulent and exciting meeti of any kind that 
has ever been held in Bloomington. The 
shares were largely represented ¥ proxies, 
whose credentials were * examined, ‘ 
occasion considerable delay in getting 
down to business, The asseinblage was 
called to order by the President of the asso- 
ciation, Judge Thomas F. Tipton of Bloom- 
ington, Judge of the McLean Circuit Court 
and ex-Congressman. The Judge explained 
the object of the meeting and the history of 
the controversy over the quarterly dues with 
the auditor, saying: 

You have been called to assemble togeth 
advice and consuitation. In May. the —— 
published a statement that the association was 
conducting business illegally in collecting quar- 
terly dues for expenses. The officers of the asso- 
ciation believed they were right, that they were 
proceeding in full accordance with the law, and 
after conference with the Auditor both sides de- 
cided to refer tho matter to the Attorney-General. 
The Auditor and his son, E. E. Gore. appeared in 
accordance with that agreement. The Attorney- 
General decided that the association s proceed- 
ings were strictly in accordance with the law. 
We thought this settled the matter, but to our 
surprise the Auditor refused to accept the de- 
cision, but reported to the Attorney-General that 
the association was insolvent and that suit must 
be brought. 

June v the Attorney-General delivered a con- 
cise and logical opinion which entitles him to 
the praise of every lover of justice in our land. 
He refused to bring suit against the association, 
and declared its laws and actions as entirely 
right and legal. It was supposed that this set- 
tled the matter for good, but Auditor Gore, de- 
feated before the Attorney-General. caused a 
tirade of abuse to be published, and began an 
unoflicial, uncalied for, and unauthorized war 
upon this association through the columns of the 
press. The — — decided to call together 
the stockholders for council, and by caim, delib- 
erate ac#jon to take such course in this crisis as 
may be deemed best and proper. 

The Auditor's Son States His Case. 


The Judge was aroused and his remarks 
were frequently applauded, while his sharp 
denunciation of the actions of Auditur Gore 
and his boy, E. E. Gore, who sat in the 
audience, were greeted by loui laughter. The 
Messrs. Gore were present as proxies, repre- 
senting several large blocks of the associa- 
tion’s stuck. Throughout the meeting they 
were the center of attraction. The younger 
Gore did the inost of che talking for the two 
and handied the matter in an able manner, 
retaining his composure throughout all the 
exciting episodes and heated debates. 

The afternoon session proved tempestuous. 
The hall was crowded. Younger Gore got 
the floor soon after the meeting was called 
to order, and had talked but a short 
time before he had six or eight leaders of the 
organization on their feet, shooting questions 
into him at a lively rate. Gore kept his teinper 
remarkably well, and even ‘when the debate 

me so hot that the word “liar” was 
bounced around promiscuously on the lurid 
atmosphere he maintained, remarkable com- 
ure. Cries of Gore, Gore, succeeded in 
ving Judge Tipton decide that the Auditor’s 
son should speak on and questions be reserved 
to the last. 

Gore explained fully the position of the Au- 
ditor’s office on the matter and declared the 
iniquitous system and quarterly dues for Sep- 
tember should be discentinued. A suit of 
mandamus had been instituted today against 
the Attorney-General to show cause why he 
should not bring suit against the Illinois asso- 
ciation. Mr. Gore said: 

The system for dues for expenses is wrong. If 
they can take 25 cents every three months, why 
not 50 cents, and if they can charge 25 cents why 
not a dollar? As to the expenses of the Illinois, 

do not know what the expenses. of 
the other 650 associations in tne State 
are, but if they have the same plan as the 
Illinois they will doubtless be very high. 
The Auditor's office has not one grain of 
malice in this matter, but wishes simply to make 
the money of the peopie invested in loan associa- 
tions absolutely safe and secure. Every cent of 
expenditure should be accounted for to the stock- 
—.— There should be no great sum covered 
up under any ambiguous item. 

In spite of the rule confining questions to 
the end of his speech Mr. Gore was frequently 
interrupted by questions, Upon bemg asked 
if there were not other associations in with 
the expense rule, he replied that if there was 
they would have to fall in line and either quit 
it or have the same kind of a circus the IIIi- 
nois is now having. Mr. Gore in reply to the 
question as to what action the association 
could take to avoid further trouble replied 
that the matter had gone too far. It was now 
out of the Auditor’s s and wovld have to 
rest for future disposition with the courts. 


Attack on the Auditot’s Inspectors. 


Owen Scott of this city, ex-Congressman, 
the Secretary of the association, was the next 
speaker, and was subjected to a cross-fire of 
questions in regard to the salaries, expent es, 
and other expenditures of the office. Mr. 
Mitchell, the Chicago agent of the association, 
made a savage attack upon the methods of 
the inspectors sent out from the office of the 
Auditor. He said their work was careiess and 
indifferent. He especially dwelt upon the 
work which the inspectors had done in Chi- 
cago. A vote of thanks was tendered to E. E. 
Gore for the manner in which he had present- 
ed his side of the case. 

Judge Tipton then advised the people to re- 
quest the Auditor to withdraw his proceed - 
ings. A ripple of interest followed the state- 
ment of Mr. Gillett of Lincoln, III., who as- 
serted that the association had lent $1,800 on 
a deserted brickyard, worth at most but $400 
or $500. Owen Scott warmly commended 
the appointing of a committee to make the 
fullest possible investigation of the associa- 
tion’s affairs. It was just what all the officers 
of the association desired. 

It was nearly 5 p. m. when a resolution 
was offered and adopted requesting the Audi- 
tor to cease operations against the associa- 
tion. This was followed by the adoption of 
a resolution to appoint a committee of three 
to fully investigate ana report to the share- 
holders, also to report what the salary of the 
Secretary should be. The adoption of these 
resolutions is regarded as a victory for the 
officers. The committee appointed consists 
of Dr. Parkhurst of Danvers, W. K. Young 
of Peoria, and John Higby of Aurora. 

E. E. Gore said tonight that the Augitor 
would not cease his proceedings agains® the 
association ; that it was impossible to do so,

THE MAINE ELECTION. 
On the eve of the election in Maine the Re- 
publicans claimed the State by from 18,000 


to 20,000 majority. The Chairman of the 


Democratic State committee was confident 
that 10,000 or 11,000 would be nearer the 
figure when the vote was counted, and he 
added: The indications are that the vote 
of both parties will be less than that of two 
years ago. The Populist vote will cut a small 
figure, though a few districts the Populist 
candidates may be elected to the Legislature. 
If successful in those—districts they will dis- 
place about an equal number of Republican 
and Democratic Representatives. The re- 


sult shows that both sides were mistaken in 


their estimates. The returns indicate that the 
Republicans have carried the State by a plu- 
rality exceeding 37,000 votes, equivalent to 
more than 200,000 majority in Illinois, the 
greatest Republican victory ever achieved in 
the State. Instead of a decreased vote the 
Republican vote has largely increased. They 
have carried every county in the State. They 
have elected their Congressmen by increased 
majorities in each instance. They will have 
a solid Senate and at least 127 of the 151 
members in the House. 

The result was a landslide, an avalanche, a 
Waterloo. The rout is attributed by Demo- 
cratic papers to the acts of the Democratic ad- 
ministration and factional fights over patron- 
age and to the fact that many Democrats left 
their party because the tariff bill was aimed 
at the industries of Maine. A dispatch to the 
New York World from Augusta says: Not 
a few of them voted the Republican ticket, as 
the returns today show. While the Rerublic- 
an vote was kept up to more than the 67,000 
of 1892, that of the Democratic party did not 
pan out, and has fallen off phenomenally. In 
this city and elsewhere, where a tally of 
Democrats who had always voted the straight 
ticket was kept, on being counted, Democrats 
came up missing from 30 to 50 per cent.“ 

Che outcome of this phenomenal election is 
significant as showing how the Democrats 
regard the new Democratic tariff bill with its 
effect upon the prices of their products, 
many of them being competitive, and upon 
wages. Theelection in Vermont, just pre- 


- ceding it, shows that the same causes were at 


work there leading to the same result. 
Some of these disgusted Democrats staid at 
home, others voted the Republican ticket. 
Having the outcome in these two States before 
us we can reckon with almost absolute posi- 
tiveness upon what the general outcome will 
be in November. What Maine and Vermont 
have done, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, and Connecticut will do. It is 
what New York will do. It is what may be 
anticipated all over the East, North, and 
West, except perhaps in.those parts of the 
West where the free silver lunacy prevails. 
The same exception may be noted in the 
South. In that section it will bea fight be- 
tween one set of cranks who want 50. 
cent dollars so that they may cheat their 
creditors by paying them only half what they 
owe then and another set of cranks, the Pop- 
ulists, who want 5 or 10 cent dollars so that 
they can cheat their creditors out of 95 cents 
on the dollar. They are not worried about 
the tariff down South. They are only con- 
cerned about the opportunity to swindle 
some one. In the North itis purely and gim- 
ply a question of the tariff, and it will remain 
so as long as the Democrats persist in their 
avowed determination that no man shall re- 
ceive wages made higher by virtue of a duty 
or until the last vestige of protection is 
swept away. This was the position they took 
in Vermont and Maine. The first tariff bill 
was only a step to be followed by others in 
the direction of absolute free trade. They 
wanted to know what the people think 
about it. They know now what the 
people of Vermont and Maine think 
about it. They will know in November what 
the people of tne other States think, for 
then the whole country will set its seal of 
condemnation upon the mischievous and dan- 
gerous policy which has been affirmed by a 
Democratic Congress. There will be no 
doubt about the verdict either. The people have 
come to the conclusion that the Democratic 
party is unfitted to have control-of the gov- 
ernment of this great country. They know 
by experience that the Republican party can 
be trusted with power and can be relied upon 
to administer the government wisely, prudent- 


| ly, and in the interest of the industrial and 


commercial classes. The victory means, as 
Mr. Reed said in his little speech on election 
night, that if the people of this country can 
make a tremendous mistake they can also 
make a tremendous recovery. 
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THE IMPOSSIBLE SsOCIALIST-LABORITE 
PROGRAM. 
Chicago labor leaders,“ like Rogers, Mor- 


gan, Cox, Howard, etc., have laid down their 
program. They intend to abolish private 
property in lands, factories, railroads, and 
other means of production and distribution 
„Wage slavery is to be abolished and re- 
placed by State siavery.”” The toiler no 
longer will receive wages agreed on between 
himself and his employer, but will receive a 


| dole from the hands of the walking delegate 


who bosses him. 

But how are these things to be done? How 
are several million men to be deprived of 
their property and of their individuality? A 
majority of the men in this country always 
have been and still are freeholders, or the sons 
of freeholders, who expect to inherit the 
property of their parents. These frecholders 
own either farms, or ranches, or gardens, or 
town lots, on which they have erected homes 
or stores, or town lots which they have not 
improved yet, but which they intend to. 

These freeholders are above, not below, the 
average as concerns intelligence and entér.- 
prise. They are not asa class timid people 
who can be scared or fools who can be de- 
ceived. They haveaclear understanding of 
their righ‘s, and they are not afraid to stand 
up for them. There are but two ways in 
which they can be divested of property. 
One is by paying for it, the other is by confls- 

cating it. Thelabor leaders never mention 

the first, except it be in connection with pay- 

ing for the property in worthless scrip, 

would be confiscation. They do not intend, 

therefore, that the owners shall be compen- 

sated for their property. 7 
Supposing all the members of all the labor 


unions, even including those who own houses, 
were fully determined that the land and other 
means of production must be *‘ nationalized,” 
and supposing the entire floating population 


of the country should join in with them. 


Supposing the labor leaders could enlist all 
the tramps and bummers, the men who are 
dissatisfied, those who have made failures of 
their lives, all who live by criminal pursuits, 
and all those who are incurably lazy and want 
to live at the expense of somebody else. This 
would make a formidable aggregation, espe- 
cially in the cities where lies the strength of 
the labor unions. But what would it accom- 
plish against those inillions of men who would 
be ready to fight for their country farms and 
their city houses? 

Supposing that by accident or by fraud 
Debs, Morgan, and the rest of them were to 
be put into office and were to pass laws to 
carry out their plans and inaugurate the walk- 
ing delegate style of government, do they sup- 
pose the freeholders of the country would al- 
low that law to be enforced and themselves to 
be deprived of their property? They would 
make much shorter and more effectual work 
of Debsite and Morganite rule than the South- 
ern whites did of the worst forms of carpet- 
bag rule. & | 

The utter impossibility of evicting the free- 
holders is what makes Georgeism so ridicu- 
lous. As the owners of real estate never will 
pass a self-denying ordinance turning their 
property over to che State and turning them- 
selves into State tenants, and as they will not 
allow their lands to be taken from them by 
force, time spent in talking single-taxism 10 
just as much wasted as it would be were it 
spent in discussing the propriety of making 
the homestead laws of the United States ap- 
plicable to vacant lands in the moon. 

State socialism is even more impossible of 
realization than Georgeism. For George does 
not antagonize as many people as do these 
labor leaders who want to found a codperative 
commonwealth based on the confiscation of 
private property, of which they will be the 
chiefs. George wants the State to seize the 
land and stop there. Rodgers and his people 
want to confiscate all property. George is 
willing that the people should retain their in- 
dividualism. The walking delegates who have 
beea converted to socialism want to deprive 
the people of their individualism: and make 
them mere State slaves. 

There are thousands and thousands of men 
who have no land and who listen with indif- 
ference to what Georgeites have to say about 
its nationalization. It does ngt touch 
them. But a proposition that they, who are 
freemen now, shall become the slaves of the 
State and that instead of ruling themselves 
they shall be ruled by walking delegates 
touches them closely. Thus all those men 
who are not land-owners, hut who have intel- 
ligence, ambition, and energy, and who are 
something better than mere animals, would 
fly to arms to defend their right to own them- 
selves against the attacks of the Socia lists. 

These are some of the difficulties in the way 
of the execution of the program which the So- 
cialist la bor leaders have made public. How 
do those leaders propose to meet these diffi- 
culties? Uf they see no way to do so would it 
not be better for them to get up another and 
a less ambitious program? 


“THE TRIBUNE” PREDICTIONS VERI- 


FIED. : 

Tue Tams stated the other day that prior 
to the election of 1892 it had told the work- 
ingmen what would happen in the event of 
Democratic success and an effort on the part 
of the Democrats to carry out their tariff pol- 
icy. It said also that it saw with regret that 
its prophecies had been fulfilled. The junior 
Democratic organ, commenting on this, says 
it remembers no such prophecits, but that it 
does remember some made about four years 
ago to the effect that the McKinley law would 
play havoc with the Republican party. 

Tue Trreune remembers those prophecies, 
and it regrets to say that they also were ful- 
filled. That law brought on the party the two 
most calamitous defeats it has known during 
its forty years of life. This paper was op- 
posed to the passage of that law, with its in- 
creases of duties on about 600 articles, for 
it saw very clearly what its political effect 
would be. The people generally, like Tue 
Tripung, were very well satisfied with the 
tariff revision of 1883. A little trimming in 
one place and a slight increase of duty iu an- 
other would have contented the great major- 
ity of the people, for it would have given 
them the kind of tariff they want—one which 
supplied sufficient revenue for the needs of 
the government and gave just enough pro- 
tection to American industries to guard them 
against the disastrous competition of foreign 
cheap labor products. 

It would have been much better in 1890 to 
have left well enough alone and not embark 
on a wholesale tariff revision, raising duties 
on a great many articles. Tun Trrsune saw 
that and warned the party leaders of the con- 
sequences. They paid no heed, and after 
getting dreadfully beaten in 1890 they got 
another beating in 1892. Their excellent 
candidate for the Presidency was defeated by 
an overwhelming vote and the Democrats got 
control of every department of the govern- 
ment for the first time in athird of a century. 

Tue Tuners does not disavow any of the 
predictions it made in 1890. It regrets only 
that like those of Cassandra they were not heed- 
ed. Having said this much about what hap- 
pened four years ago it will now turn to what 
happened two years ago. The junior organ 
says it can recall no predictions made then 
by this paper. Here is one made on the 
3d of October. 


The first effect of the putting in force of a free 
trade policy by the Democrats would be the 
greatest labor conflict this or any other country 
had ever witnessed. The manufacturers without 
a solitary exception would demand that the 
workingmen must accept wages reduced 33 to 50 
per cent. The employés with equal nnanimity 
and determination would say that they would 
submit to nothing of the kind, as they had been 
assured by the Democrats that there was no need 
of ucing wages under free trade. Then the 
mute would begin. There would be a general 
lockont and closing of factories. Necessarily the 
fight would have to end with the discomfiture of 
the workingmen, because under free trade high 


wages could not be paid by the manufacturers, 


but they would make the struggle a lively one 
while it lasted. The whole country would be 
convulsed, business would be stopped, and com- 
mercial panic would rage in the land. 


The Democrats did not live up to their plat- 
form. They cut away a part of protection 
instead of the whole, and yet with what pain- 
ful accuracy Tue Trisune foretold what 
would happen in theevent of Democratic suc- 
cess. On the 11th of September, speaking of 
those men who had worked on the other side 
of the ocean and were familiar with the 
European wage scale, and who were going to 
vote for Cleveland and free trade: 


When their wages are cut down to the once 
familiar European standard and they begin to 
protest and talk of strikes and riots and dyna- 
mite the Republicans will simply say to them, 


of your scrape the best youcan. It is not one of 
our making. You have got your lovely free 
trade system, How do you like it? 

The day before the election Taz TAU 


said, speaking of the free trade policy of the 


bankrupt. The field of employment being nar- 


rowed idie and desperate laborers have competed 
with one another for work, and wages have been 
forced down to the minimum by their struggle 
for something to do. The farmer, deprived of 
the market which consumed all his non-export- 
able products, has seen his fruits and vegetables 
rotting on his hands. These are the things which 
have happened ‘wherever the Demoeratic free 
trade policy has been tried. Would it pay to 
throw away the prosperity the country is now en- 
joying for the wretchedness and misery which 
Democratic supremacy is sure to entail? 


The wretchedness and misery have come. 
‘Will the junior organ print these prophecies 
of 1892 and others of the same .date which 
Tun Tumor will call to its attention from 
time to time and own up that this paper's 
forecast of the consequences of a Democratic 
victéry in 18902 was much more accurate 
than that of the Democratic paper? The lat- 
ter said the millennium would come—that the 
workingman, with wages unchanged, would 
be able to buy at greatly reduced prices the 
goods he hankered after. fhe millennium 
has not come but the high wages have gone. 
It would be interesting to print side by side 
Tue Trrsvune predictions the workingman 
did no@Misten to and the predictions of the 
junior organ he did listen to—and got left.“ 
They might help the workingman to make up 
his mind how he ought to vote this fall. 


DISCHARGE THE FAITHLESS INSPECTORS. 

Supt. Schofield of the Street and Alley 
Cleaning Bureau has had another talk 
with the fellows under him who are called 
** inspectors,”’ and paid as if they were such, 
but do not inspect. He is reported to have 
said to them: This practice of neglecting 
work for which you are employed must be 
stopped, and at once. If something is not 
done there will be a new crowd of inspectors 
to report these things you are paid by the 
city toreport. Some one else will be looking 
after the contractors and you will be looking 
after jobs,” etc., etc. 

This is humbug,” and there need be little 
doubt that the alleged inspectors thua ad- 
dressed will so regard it. Ifthe Superintend- 
ent had been awake to his own duty in the 
past he would have discharged several of 
those fellows long since, and if now alive to it 
he would take some eight or nine of them by 
the scruff of the neck and pitch them out as 
proven incapables or worse. By his own 
staternent they have made a practice of neg- 
lecting their duty. Itis nota case of aap- 
ping once or twice while supposed to be on 
duty, for which temporary fatigue or indispo- 
sition might be urged as an excuse, but a 
wholesale, persistent, systematic omission by 
many if not all of these inspectors to do what 
they were paid todo. They deserve no further 
consideration, but ought to be discharged 
for the good of the service and of the city. 

What is wanted from Supt. Schofield is 
deeds, not mere words, and further neglect 


of his plain duty in this matter should cause 


the loss of his own official head as a man who, 
equally with his subordinates, has outrageous- 
ly failed to earn his salary. To call them up 
in line once a week or so, give them a 


paternal lecture, which they listen to with a 
series of knowing winks among each other, 


and then dismiss them to do as they please 
till the next convenient season of treating 
them to an array of words is not to do his 
duty. The alleged iuspectors are not to 
be stirred up by mere talk. But if the worst 
of them were summarily discharged as not 
worthy of continued confidence the others 
would take it asa gentle hint that they, too, 
would have to walk the plank if they did not 
‘*hustle.”’ There has been too much of this 
mila thieatening. It is of a piece with the 
action of the man who threw tufts of grass at 
the boy he caught in his apple tree, with the 
result of being laughed at by the urchin thief. 
When he began to throw stones the boy came 
down and begged for mercy. So the only 
way of bringing to a sense of their duty the 
men charged with the work of inspecting 
scavenger operations is to decapitate the 
worst quarter of the lot. Then those who 
remain and those who take the places vacated 
by discharges will understand that they hold 
their situations only during good behavior 
and that eternal vigilance is the price of their 
continuing in office. 

The inspection force is so badly demoral- 
ized by long neglect that nothing short of 
this will suffice to reform it. Many of the 
members of the force have come to look upon 
themselves as friends of the scavengers, and 
as owing no duty to the taxpayers in return 
for their salaries. These should be got rid 
of. They have no more right to hold on than 
an acknowiedged defaulter has to retain the 
situation in which he has robbed his em- 
ployer. To allow them to remain, even on 
the promise of doing better in the future, 
would bea gross outrage,a sin against the 
community, as well as an intimation to other 
unfaithful officeholders that théy need not 
trouble themselves about a discharge of full 
duty. Supt. Schofield is not worthy to retain 
his own office if he does not summarily dis- 
charge the notoriously worthless part of his 
inspection force. :

THE LAST “GRAND ARMY” PARADE. 

Yesterday witnessed the twentg-eighth an- 
nual parade of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, Thesurviving veteran volunteers in the 
Union army which put down the rebellion 
marched through the streets of Pittsburg and 
Alleghany amid the enthusiastic plaudits of 
five or six hundred thousand persons, the im- 
mense display of spectators having gathered 
from many miles, the day being a public holi- 
day in nearly every town in that section. The 
weather was perfect, a delicious coolness hav- 
ing succeeded to the intense summer heat of 
several morths previously, so that the vet- 
erans were able to march without fatigue, 
though the great majority of them are well 
advanced in years, seeing it is nearly three 
decades since they were mustered out of serv. 
vice, the war for which they had enlisted be. 
ing ended. 

The occasion was one of far more than 
ordinary interest, as probably it will be the 
last public parade of the boys in blue who 
carried the flug of the Union through the 
South in the sixties. For several years past 
there has been a growing sentiment in favor 
of abandoning this feature of the annual 
gathering as too great a tax on the m.embers, 
many of whom are enfeebled by age and can- 
not bear exposure to the elements as they did 
when young men. They heavy rain amid 
which the march was performed in St. Louis 
in 1887 caused fatal illness to scores of the 
participants, and intensely hot weather on 
some subsequent gatherings -made other 
vacancies in the ranks. Hence it is probable 
that during the present session it will be re- 
solved that this year has witnessed the last 
march of the Grand Army, and the expec- 
tation of this caused the attendance of many 
thousands in the march who under other cir- 
cumstances would have remained at home. 
For this reason the display was perhaps the 
grandest one that has been made by the 
Grand Army since its first post was estab- 
lished one year after the close of the war, It 
was more suggestively imposing than any 
that preceded it from the fact that each suc- 
ceeding year has added to the ages of those 
who took part in the march. The men who 
yesterday stepped out. to the strains of 
„Marching Through Georgia, or Tramp, 
Tramp, the Boys Are Marching,“ may have 
imagined for the möment that they were 
boys again, but to the observer they were 
soldiers of a past generation hundreds of 
thousands of whose comrades have slumbered 


| 


in the dust for nearly the third part of a 


century, 
‘The present annual gathering is noteworthy 


for another fact. It marks a distinct passing of 


the maximum in memberahip, the deaths now 
being more numerous than the fresh accessions 
to the ranks. Two years ago the signs of this 
decadence were first perceived. Now they 
are unmistakable. Doubtless fora few years 
to come the roll of survivors will diminish by 
only a very small percentage annually, but 
after that faster and faster as the gray-haired 
veterans make their funeral marches to the 
grave in augmenting numbers. By an- 
other decade the ranks will have been badly 
thinned by the reaper, death. Twenty years 
hence very few of them will survive. From 
that to half a century after the close of the 
war will be buta step, and even those who 
had not reached their majority when they 
responded to the call of their country will 
have passed the limit of three score and ten, 
all beyond which is “labor and sorrow to 
the scanty number who are spared to tell in 
faltermg accents how the battles of the Union 
were fought and fields were won.

Tun September crop’ report from Washing- 
ton states that more than 20 per cent of the 
entire area planted to corn in the United 
States this year was plowed up or abandoned. 
According as the condition of 63.4 per cent is 
applied to the 100 per cent or the 80 per cent 
of area the crop figures out 1,400 or 1,100 
million bushels. Responses to telegrams of 
inquiry indicate that the statisticians had the 
latter in mind, and if this be correct the yield 
is not more than 55 per cent of a full average 
corn crop for this country, or less than 45 
per cent of what generally was talked of three 
months ago as the probable magnitude of the 
corn crop of 1894. The trade in this city was 
not content to accept this as a fair estimate 
of the crop. It was argued thatthe wheat 
crop must be some 25 per cent more than the 
quantity figured; out from the government 
statements of condition, and that it would be 
fair to apply the same rule to corn, giving 
about 1,400 millions, which is one-seventh 
less than the small crop of last year, with a 
somewhat larger deficit from that of 1892. 
Both of these having been below the average 
it is fair to presume that the reserves of old 
corn at present are considerably less than the 
average for this date, a fact which would be 
especially significant when taken into account 
in connection with the partial failure of 
hay, which has suffered from the drought even 
more than corn was damaged by it.*

Arguments in the San Salvadorean Refu- 

gee’s Case Progressing=Now Has Money. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 11.—The fate 
of Antonio Ezeta and the three other San 
Salvadorean refugees who are detained here 
will not be decided, in all probability, until 
some time next week. Their cases were 
recalied in the United States Court to- 
day, after Judge Morrow had sustained a 
formal demurrer to the defendant's. plea of 
lack of jurisdiction. Argument was begun by 
the counsel for the Government of San Salva- 
dor. Gen. Ezeta proves to have a fascinating 
influence over sentimental women of certain 
classes. For several days past he has been 
deluged with tender missives and flowers, 
which bave been sent to his hotel by these ad- 
mirers. Ezeta’s conduct has been manly. To all 
appearances these flattering attentions have 
been unnoticed. Gen. Ezeta hus received a 
remittance of $5,000 from his brother, Car- 
los, the deposed President. He confidently 
expects to be released, and his friends openly 
assert that within six months he will be at the 
head of another revolution. Col. Colochi, 
who was released, has reached Mexico.

QUEER DEALING IN THE BIDDING. 


Some Peculiar Developments in Which 
Secretary Hinrichsen Is Mixed Up. 

SprineFievp, III., Sept. 11.—[Special .j|— 
When the State Board of Contracts opened 
the bids for the State printing and binding a 
week ago it was found H. Schlange, editor 
and proprietor of the Staats Wochenbiatt of 
this city had underbid H. W. Rokker, the 
present contractor, by $1,726.’ Schlange’s 
bid was considered low, but his bond was gilt- 
edged, and three days later, when the board 
met again, it was about to let the contract to 
him when a letter was presented for him by 
Secretary of State Hinrichsen asking 
he be released from his bond. Hin- 
richsen and Elijah Ramsay, representing his 
father, favured allowing him to withdraw, 
thus giv the contract to Rokker. The Gov- 
ernor 2 Attorney-General Newell 
were against it. The board finally decided to 
reject all bids, and today advertised for more. 
In explanation of his attempted withdrawal 
Schlange said Rokker and his lieutenants 
persuaded him he would lose between $5,000 
and $6,000 by taking the contract, though 
he could not explain why Rokker was anxious 
to take it at about one-fourth of that amount 
above Schlange’s bid. Inquiry has developed 
the faci that Secretary of State Hinricheen, by 
Schlange's own admissions, wrote the letter 
tor Schlange's release and Schlange 
signed it. It is also stated on the best of au. 
thority that a check for $500 was deposited 
by Rokker in a local bank, which was to be 
turned over to Schlange in the event of his 
withdrawal. Insomuch as the board threw 
out all bids — did not get the check 
and was disgruntled, threatening to publish 
the whole proceedings in his paper. Today, 
however, he endeavored to hush the matter 
up, declaring he wanted to bid again.

MYSTERY SURROUNDS THE KEMP CASE. 


Evidence Does Not Show Whether the 
Young Englishman Was Murdered. 

Whether William E. Kemp, who was found 
with his skull fractured early Sunday morn- 
ing in an area at No. 273 South Water street. 
met death at the hands of an assailant or ac- 
cidentally a Coroner’s jury deliberated upon 
yesterday afternoon. The verdict left the 
question open.

for being in the area that he had been as- 
saulted at the corner qf Lake and South 
Water streets. Officer Donovan, whom Cur- 
ran called to his assistance in carmg for 
Kemp, testified that the latter explained to 
him he didn’t fall into the area, but was 
Both men said Kemp had 
been perfectly sober when they had talked 
with him, r. Miller, cashier for the Wagg- 
Andtrson Woolen company, did not approve 
of the proceedings, to all appearanced. He 
was anxious to have the doctors who handled 
the case when it was brought into the 
hospital produced and heard from as 
to ony possible conversation they may 
have had with t previous 
to his death. 1 doctors, Deputy -

e had not seen his son for six months. 
Stephen P. Cantwell,jan uncle‘of the deceased, 
said he had seen the young man the eveni 
before the shooting, and it was not lack o 
money which led him to enter Brace’s saloon, 
as his relatives were ready to supply him with 
all he needed. Bartender Morgan told the 
story of the shooting. He said: 

About 1:30 o’clock two men entered the 
saloon. They stood before the bar for an 
instant and then walked to the end and talked 
together in a low tone. While the other ad- 
vanced toward the cash register, behind the 
bar, Cantwell camea few steps toward me 
and pointing a revolver at = head, said: 
Hold up your hands or III kill you.’ I did 
not comply with the demand, but watched 
him closely. He turnedhis head for 
an instant to see, if his com- 
panion was successful in getting the 
money. This few seconds off his guard gave 
me an opportunity and I grasped a revolver 
lying near and fired ffiree shots, one striking 
him back of the right ear, another in the 
wrist, and the other going wide. At the shots 
Cantwell’s compgnion ran from the corner of 
the bar, and jumping over the body of his 
friend, ran out the front door, waere a buggy 
was waiting for him, into which he jumped 
and drove rapidly away. He secured all the 
money in the register.
